CHABLOTTE, 
N . C., Dec. 
2 8 — A 
frightful railroad 
disaster occurred 
this forenoon on the Air Line railroad 
500 yards beyond Paw creek trestle 
nine miles from this city. 
Two 
freight trains left Charlotte yesterday 
forenoon in sections, one about fifteen 
minutes behind the other. 
On an up 
grade, just beyond Paw creek trestle, 
fourteen cars of the forward train 
broke loose and stopped after run- 
ning a short distance. 
In the rear 
car were the flagman, B jb Griffith, of 
this city, and six pasaeno;era, thre« of 
whom were colored. 
When the de- 
tached cars stopped, the flagman (Grif- 
fith) immediately jumped off, and hav- 
ing told the train men to notify the 
passengers they had 
broken Joo^e 
from 
the 
remainder of 
the 
train 
immediately 
started 
back 
to 
signal 
the 
second 
section. 
He 
had not gone 
far before he 
heard the approaching train. 
He 
realized the fact that he could go no 
further because of the trestle, which 
is one hundred and fifty yards wide 
and very heavy. 
He waved his flag 
as the engine came in sight, and the 
engineer expressed his recognition of 
it by blowing on breaks. 
But the 
train was heavy and he was neariug 
the bottom of one of 
the biggest 
grades on the road, hence it was im- 
possible to stop. 
As soon as he re- 
alized the fact, and before crossing 
the trestle, he reversed his engine 
and continued to blow on breaks. 
Realizing the catastrophe, he ieft his 
seat, 
and 
stood 
in front of 
the 
fire 
box 
with 
his 
hands 
on 
the lever awaiting 
the shock. 
It 
came, and he was partially knocked 
down by a stick of wood from the 
tender, but was otherwise unhurt, al- 
though almost entirely shut in by a 
mass of debris, which was thrown 
against the engine. 
His life was 
probably saved by the fact that the 
rear of the tender was thrown to one 
side, thus diverting the full momen- 
tum of the train from the engine to 
the side of the cut, against which the 
shattered cars were piled in an inex- 
tricable mass. 
What occurred in the 
cab is obtained from a statement of 
Thomas 
H. 
Gaither 
of this city, 
who 
was a passenger, 
and 
who 
miraculously 
escaped 
from 
death, 
though 
seriously 
injured, 
hav- 
ing 
had 
sRveral 
of 
his 
rib^ 
broken. 
There were S3x pds^eugers, 
besides the fl ifrman. The train whica 
ran into them h.ii caught up wtih 
them at a wood Htnnou a few mile-> 
back, and, hence, when its coming was 
announced no one felt apprehensive. 
A flagman had bsen sent back as an 
additional precautioo, and hence no 
attention was paid to the approaching 
train. 
It was upon them before they 
knew it. 
Gaitber remembers he and 
Phillip Swhisnact started to get out, 
but before he got to the middle of 
the 
car he 
wa^^ knoi-ked 
down. 
He managed, with the

a colored man to extricate him- 
self by lifting the whole tcp of

The other passengers, Philip 
Swhisnant, of this city; Chjirlie Sel- 
lers, whose parents live in Penbrook;

The cars telescoped each 
other and were piled in the greatest 
confusion. 
The mass caught fire and 
the remnants of the c irn, includin^r 
that in which was the pdsseugers, 
were destroyed. 
At least one of them 
waa burned alive.

WASHINGTON, D.C.,Dec. 28.—The 
Ponca Indian chiefs to day had an 
other loi^ interview with Secretary 
Schurz, at the interior department. 
Standing Buffalo and White Eagle 
were the principle spokesmen. 
In 
making known their wants they seem- 
ed anxious about school houses and 
educational facilities for their child- 
ren. Secretary Schurz informed them 
that the school house now being bnilt 
at the reservation would be pushed to 
completion as rapidly as possible. 
He also informed them he 
hoped 
the 
pending 
Indian severalty bill 
would be passed 
during the present 
sëssîon of congress, and 
that, 
as 
soon as it became a law each one of 
them would be given a farm, the title 
o* which would be as valid as that of 
n white man's. 
At the conclusion, 
ten chiefs signed a paper in which 
they declared they desired to remain 
on the land now occupied by the 
Poncas in the Indian Territory, and 
establish permanent homes there, and 
also to express their willingness to re- 
linquish all their rights and interest 
in all lands formerly owned and occu- 
pied by the Ponca tribe in the state of 
Nebraska and the territory of Da 
kota.

ALLENTOWN, Pa., Dec. 28.—Jacob 
Gogel and wife, residing four miles 
from Bethlehem, were foijnd dead in 
bed yesterday morning, with their 
heads nearly severed from their bod- 
ies. 
A bloody axe was found in an 
apartment, and the walls were splash- 
ed with blood. 


James Snvder, aged twenty-four, 
the murderer, was found in a neigh- 
boring barn, under the straw, this 
morning 
at 9 o'clock. 
He was

He had scarcely confessed 
before a rope, taken from one of the 
beds, was placed around his neck, and 
he Wits dragged outside the house and 
hung to a large chestnut tree. 
After 
being suspended twenty minuter the 
body was cut down by the authorities 
when It was found that death was 
caused by strangulation.

of the law made a vain endeavor to 
restrain the fury of the mob. 
Detec- 
tive Yake, of Bathlehe a, attempted 
to dis cover the ring leaders without 
etfect. Several thousand 
people vis- 
ited the scene of the tradgedy during 
the day.

LONDON, Dec. 28.—A deputation 
of the corporation of Dublin has in- 
terviewed Foster, the chief secretary 
for Ireland, and urged the govern- 
ment to introduce a bill in parliament 
to assimilate the franchise of Ireland 
to those of England.

Though other reasons are as- 
Bigned for the change, its real purpose 
is to create a pretext for re-districting 
the state in such a way a.-i to enable 
the republican party, if possible, to 
perpetuate its present accidental as- 
cendancy in the legislature. 
Once 
more in control of both senate and 
house, after being out of it for several 
years, they propose to run no avoida- 
ble risks for the future, but to do all 
that in them 
lies 
to 
perpetuate 
their power. It is not pretended that 
the existing arrangement of senatorial 
and representative districts is either 
uniair or partisan. Nothing of thia 
sort is charged against it. 
Th6 only 
trouble with it seems to be that it 
does not give any ground to hope for 
continued republican success in future 
election?. 


The objection to the present num- 
ber of one hundred and fifty seDatorB 
and representatives, when stated in 


plain terms, seems to a m o u n t to this, 
riz: That there are too many iucom - 


petent men among them. This is the 
whole g&ten^ent of the argument 
a c ^ g e of the num^r.. T h e ^ v o - 
ca^iB of the change seem to forget 
that the proportion of competent to 
incompetent members willremain the 
same in a legislature of seventy-fivie 
members as it is in one of an hundred 
and fifty. We conclude, therefore, 
that it is not for bettering the general 
make-up of the legislature in the 
points in which the Journal charges 
it with weakness; that the change 
of number is proposed but for a 
purely partisan advantage. If they 
really mean to strike at the incompe- 
tency of members they should, have 
the courage to say so, and propose 
some standard of qualification that 
will save them from the like trouble 
in the future in the reduced number 
they ask for.

With Elder Reuben D. Robinson 
time has indeed been generous, for 
while something like the rose of youth 
yet lingers upon his cheek, he may 
j»i3tly be considered one of the fathers 
of the Methodist church in Indiana. 
After graduating from the University 
of Greencastle, he chose the profession 
of medicine, but early became more 
concerned with the spiritual than 
physical ills of man; applied for and 
obtained a license, entering in 1845 
upon the duties of a Methodist minis- 
ter, with the exception of a few years 
of college professorship, zealously fol- 
lowed. 


The first circuit to which he was 
assigned comprised the county of 
Tipton, a part of Howard, a part of 
Carrol, a part of Clinton and a part 
of Boone. 
There lacked a great deal 
of being an 
inhabitant to every 
square mile of territory, and the set- 
tlements were only connected 
by 
blazed trails. 


In a brief interview with a Senti- 
nel representative 
yesterday—brief 
because Elder Robinson is now doing 
all the work that devolves upon the 
head of the Kokomo conference, and 
because he was busy shaping a sermon 
to be delivered in Peru on Friday 
evening—he talked of the olden time, 
and read entries in his journal, made 
in 1846. This conversation was in 
the library of his residence, in this 
city, at the corner of New Jersey and 
North streets. 


The salaiy of a Methodist minister 
in those days was $100 a year. 
That 
was the amount he expected to re- 
ceive, and he was fortunate enough to 
collect $80. His expense, he says, 
was scarcely nothing; he was a mere 
boy and at home everywhere in the 
neighborhood. 
The people had an 
abundance of everything but money, 
and that is an article for which they 
had but very little use. The streams 
yielded fish, the forests game, wild 
fruit and even an abundance of hon- 
ey. Until the railroads came the 
popular wants were decidedly primi- 
tive. That was before the day of 
store clothes. In the use of the spin- 
ning wheel, every woman was profi- 
cient, and the harid looms had a place 
in every thrifty household. 


There were no church buildings in 
that section of country at that day. 
Service was held in the various houses 
of the neighborhood, and when the 
weather was at all favorable the con- 
gregations were immense, the people 
coming, old and young, a distance of 
ten miles in every direction. 
A walk 
of four miles to a Hoosier of that day 
was nothing. 


Not long ago, the Elder says, a ven- 
eraqle woman arose in class meeting 
and said that the first time she ev0r 
saw the presiding elder, he was then 
quite a young man, preaching in a 
house in which there was neither door 
nor window. He stood in the chim- 
ney corner, and tne only light by 
which to read came through the roof. 
Elder 
Robinson 
remembered 
the 
place, and at once recognized the 
good old sister. 


Indoor service was only known 
during the winter. In summer the 
woods oflFered a better place for such 
speaking. 
Groves have been the 
scene of the strongest religious meet- 
ings ever conducted. 
Much of Wes- 
ley's and Whitfield's success may 
properly be attributed to the fact that 
they spoke in the open air. 


There was not a power press in the 
world at that day. 
Tie newspaper 
was not a daily or weekly visitor then 
as now; the preacher and the school 
teacher were the only popular in- 
structors. 


The elder read a minute from his 
journal performed on horseback from 
Frankfort, Clinton county, in '46, to 
witness a session of the legislature. 
He noted the meeting of Dr. Evans, 
who haa since served as governor of 
Colorado, then representative of Tip- 
pecanoe, with whom he was acquaint- 
ed, having been born and reared near 
Lafayette, and Govornor elect Albert 
G. Porter, with whom he was a school- 
mate. The elder devoted six days to 
the study of this deliberative body, 
and then started for home. Upon the 
way he fell iu with a New Yorker, 


who seems to have been a gentleman 
of only tolerable in||lige|ice, but a 
copious flow of pro&^ity. He was 
disgusted with the pepl^e Qf Indiana : 
their ignorance he thougjbt intoler- 
able, and thg corn-brei4 
they fattened he abominated. 
The 
stranger believed the elder a Quaker— 
a belief that was not opposed. 
But 
for his vulgar oaths he might have 
proven a more acceptable traveling 
companion. 
At last the elder, an- 
noyed beyond endurance, demanded 
that he define and analyze the word 
damn. Soon after this they parted. 


The elder also read an account of a 
visit to an Indian town from the city 
of Kokomo. That was also in the 
winter of 1846. 
Snow covered the 
ground, but he rightly judged the 
quality of land from the timber. 
He 
remarked the stately walnut,oak,pop- 
lar and sugar tree. After wanderinji 
for some time he struck a blared trail, 
and made the Indian town without 
much difficulty. 
It was a remnant 
of the Miami tribe, and the chief, 
once fully persuaded that he had not 
come for the purpose of buying or 
Belling, but purely out of curiosity, 
received him with great 1 ospitality, 
and every courtesy that the camp 
afforded was at his service. . He de- 
scribes the dress of the Indian women, 
which must have been rather elegant 
as compared with the costumes rf the 
squawK of Victoria's band. The name 
of the chief was Sharpandorsh. 
The 
aborigines had just returned from a 
visit to the far west. He did not like 
the country. 
He had visited the 
Osage tribe. When asked what he 
thought of them, he answered: ''Him 
heap ugly." 


When asked if the people of those 
days were happy and contented, the 
Elder answered: "I never have seen a 
happier people. They were perfectly 
contentecf." 


"Did they talk in those days much 
about the progress the country was 
likely to make?" 


•^'Nof much. I have no reason to 
believe they e^er contemplated the 
great change that has taken place. 
I 
often wonder now, in passing through 
that country and looking upon those 
large, magnificent farms, why it never 
occurred to me to purchase some of 
the land. 
I could have possessed my- 
self of a nice tract, but the idea never 
entered my kead." 


The Elder having for some years 
ofliciated in the university at Fort 
Wayne, his library is largely of text- 
books. He ha«, h«wever, with a vast 
amount of Methodist literature, much 
of the exclusively polite and what is 
known as liberal. 
Sandwiched be- 
tween Dr. Clark's "Commentaries" 
and a classical dictionary was Andrew 
Jackson Davis' "Harmoniat Philoso- 
phy." 
When questioned about the 
work, he replied, with a merry laugh, 
that it was a harmless delusion.—In- 
dianapolis Sentinel.

T f r r i b l e 
nfferlusM ot" a ShlpV Crew 
Wrecked on Antfcosti I»4land. 


[New York Sun.] 


A part of the crew of the bark Bria- 
tolian, wrecked at Anticosti on the 
22 ult., arrived here last night, and 
told a fearful tale of hardship. 
The 
vessel left port on November 19. Soon 
after the pilot left the vessel at Bic, 
on the 20th, bad weather set in, with 
rain, snow, and sleet, accompanied by 
heavy gales. 
This lasted until the 
evening of the evening of the 22d. The 
vessel then looked like an 
iceberg. 
The ropes were frozen in the blocks, 
and the sails would not bend, so that 
the ship became unmanageable. 
A 
fearful gale was blowing from 
the 
northwest, 
and 
at 
about 
9 
p. 
m. 
the 
vessel 
struck. 
Prior 
to 
this, 
Seaman 
Thomas 
Smith, 
aged 19, hud been washed 
overboard 
and lost. As soon as the vessel struck, 
the rest of the crew made themselves 
fiiSt to 
the 
rigging • aft, expecting 
every moinent to be their laft. 
They 
wen-, wet 
through, and 
benumbed 
with cold. There was no fire on board 
nor r.ny 
means of making one, the 
Vf.vsel 
having 
previously 
had 
her 
decks swept and the galley and cook 
house shifted out oi their positions. 
At about 11 p. ni. the 
VcSaerj stern 
begun to break up, ar.d the men with 
difficuliy took 
u > a position in the 
forward part of the ship, where they 
stored themselves in tlivir v;et clothes,, 
exposed 
to the terrors of the night. 
In the inierval, John Evans of Car- 
narvon, a Scotchman, aged 22, and D. 
McQuilken, a lad of 15, were frozen 
to death. 
Almost all the rest of the 
crew were more or less frostbitten. 


When day broke it was found 
that 
the vessel was two miles from 
land, 
halfway between 
Biscie 
River 
and 
English bay. 
The weather was still 
rough and intensly cold. 
At 
11 a. 
ID. they launched the only boat they 
had, but, unfortunately, it filled with 
water. 
They got into it, 
however, 
and bailed it out as they rowed ashore. 
They landed in a terribly exhausted 
condition. 
Seeing a man's footsteps 
on 
the ground they followed 
the 
tracks for about six miles. 
Evan.«, 
the cook, now showed signs of failing, 
and died at the foot of an 
old 
tree. 
He was 42 years of a^e, and 
has a 
wife and family living in 
Liverpool. 
The reat then resumed their journey, 
and soon afterward sighted the dwell- 
ing of Mr. Gamache, where they were 
hospitably 
received 
and 
their 
needs attended to. 
They remained 
thefe ten davp, and then started to 
walk to Ellis Bay, eighteen miles dis- 
tant. 
Captain Clements was too ill 
t<> walk, and was hauled along on a 
hand sleigh. 
His feet and hands are 
badly Irozen. 
At Ellis Bay they em- 
barked 
in 
the schooner Wasp for 
Gaspe.

Mrs. Wells for severely whipping 
Willie Peltier, son of James Peltier, 
while acting as principle of the Clay 
Street school, last December, 


It will also be remembered that the 
case was first tried by Mayor Zolling- 
er, who assessed a fine of five dollars 
on the defendant from which judg- 
ment and fine the defendant appealed 
to the superior court. 
The proof for 
the city showed that on or about the 
IGth of December, 1879, Willie was 
very severely whipped.by Mrs. Wells; 
his back, as shown by the proof when 
an examination was made after the 
chastisement, 
was black and blue 
from his shoulders down, and his 
arms and shoulders were covered with 
welts from the blows given by Mrs. 
WeJls with 8 rubber strap, about a 
foot and a half long and an inch wide. 
The 
defence introduced 
evidence 
showing the conduct of the lad while 
at school as being very bad, and wa^ 
whipped after he had refused to read, 
torn leaves from hia book, and refus- 
ing to report to the principle when 
directed so to do by iVliaa Humphrey, 
his teacher. 


The defense also showed that Willie 
had said the principle (Mrs. Wells) 
couldn't whip him, and while sh« was 
doing it he struggle! with all the 
strength he possessed.

Hungarian 
plant and manufacture are more ex- 
pensive than in America; but the 
former gets 80 per cent, of flour from 
the wheat, while in the United States 
the average yield is only about 69 
per cent. 
The Hungarians have also 
sent a commission to America to study 
the operations there, so as to enable 
them, if possible, to resist American 
competition in Hungary markets.
